Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the vote taken at the annual meeting 
in March, 1941, an audit and examination of the accounts and 
records of the town of Richmond has been made by the Division 
of Municipal Accounting of the State Tax Commission, a report 
of which is submitted herewith. 


This audit covers the period from October 1, 1940, date of 
the previous audit by this division, to September 30, 1941. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town 
Clerk and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


Selectmen and Treasurer: Vouchers issued by the Select- 
men durnig this period were examined, as were also the sup- 
porting invoices and Road Agent’s payrolls. Classification of 
expenditures was in accordance with the uniform procedure 
prescribed by this division. The cancelled checks of the Treas- 
urer, issued upon orders of the Selectmen, were compared with 
the vouchers and found to be in agreement. The receipts of the 
Treasurer were checked by source insofar as it was possible to 
do so. Totals of receipts and expenditures were verified. The 
Treasurer’s cash book balance as of September 30, 1941, was 
$3,600.62, which was in agreement with the reconciled bank 
balance and undeposited funds of like date. (Schedule G). 

The refunding bond and bond coupons paid during the 


period of audit were examined and found to be properly can- 
celled. 
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Tax Collector: The accounts of the Tax Collector for the 
levies of 1937 to 1941 inclusive and the tax sale accounts for 
the levies of 1936 to 1940 inclusive were audited and balanced. 
Deeds were passed by the Collector to the Town for all taxes 
which remained unredeemed for the tax levies of 1936 and 
1937. Verification of a representative number of outstanding 
taxes was made. (Schedules H. H-1, H-2, H-3, H-4, and H-5). 

Town Clerk: The Town Clerk’s motor vehicle permit 
and dog license accounts were examined. All monies received 
for the issuance of such permits and licenses during the period 
audited were remitted to the Treasurer at regular intervals as 
required by law. (Schedule I). 

Trustees of Trust Funds: ‘The trust fund investments 
were examined and found to be in agreement with the total of 
the principal of the trust funds and unexpended income. 
(Schedule J). 

Town Officers’ Bonds: The surety bonds of the town of- 
ficers were examined and found to be satisfactory in form and 
amount. A list of officers required by law to furnish bonds, the 
names of the surety companies and amounts of such bonds, is 
included in Schedule K. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 

Finances: The increasingly serious financial condition of 
the Town is clearly brought out by a study of Schedule A. It: 
will be noted that in the year 1930, referred to as the fiscal 
year ended January 31, 1951, the assessed valuation was $385,- 
362.00, the taxes assessed, $14,768.00, and the tax rate, $3.71. 
This year (1941) the assessed valuation is $233,533.00, or 40% 
less than in 1930; the taxes assessed, $11,228.00, a decrease of 
35%, and the tax rate $4.67, an increase of 26% over the 1930 
tax rate. The 1941 tax rate is $1.82 per hundred more than 
the average state rate. When the tax rate reaches this level 
in any community it must be realized that a serious situation 
exists. 

It should be noted that the increased tax rate is not due to 
inereased tax levies, but rather to the large loss in taxable 
valuation. An examination of Schedule B indicates that the 
major part of this loss is in ‘‘lands and buildings.’’ There 
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have been slight gains in other classifications of property, 
particularly in ‘‘wood and lumber.’’ However, these gains have 
been relatively small and far from sufficient to offset the de- 
erease in valuation of ‘‘lands and buildings.”’ 

As it is not immediately possible to regain the loss in val- 
uation, town officials and taxpayers alike should be impressed 
with the stern necessity of careful preparation of budgets and 
eautious voting of appropriations in order that expenditures 
may be kept down to a minimum. It is only by strict adherence 
to these fundamentals of good government that improvement 
in the town’s financial condition may be expected. 


Tax-Deeded Property: An examination of Schedule F 
discloses that at the present time the Town holds title to thir- 
teen pieces of property which have been taken for non-payment 
of taxes. The law requires that the Collector deed property 
to the town two years from the date of the tax sale if redemp- 
tion is not made during this period. Every effort should be 
made, however, to induce the owner to redeem the delinquent 
taxes before such action is taken. It should be remembered 
that when the town acquires a piece of property through a 
tax deed its value as a source of tax revenue is lost for the time 
being. 

Property which has been acquired by the Town in this way 
should be disposed of if possible in order that it may again be 
placed on the tax rolls. Former owners should be contacted 
to determine if arrangements can be made for the repurchase 
of such property on a rental-purchase basis. It is suggested 
that the purchase price to former owners be based on the 
amount of taxes, interest and costs invested by the town to 
date of tax deed, plus subsequent tax accruals, that is: taxes 
which would have been assessed had the property remained in 
private ownership. The use or occupaney of property owned 
by the Town, either by former owners or others, should only be 
permitted in cases where rent or other payments are being 
made regularly by the occupants. 

Balance Sheet: A revised balance sheet as of January 31, 
1941, is presented in Schedule C. It will be noted that this 
differs from the one appearing in the annual town report in 
that it does not include ‘‘town property’’ or ‘‘property ac- 
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quired by tax collectors’ deeds’’ as assets. The ‘‘acerued in- 
terest’’ item on the liability side has also been omitted. In 
municipal accounting items considered as assets in the balance 
sheet are cash, or taxes and accounts receivable which can be 
converted into cash within a reasonably short period. Accrued 
interest payable is not included as a lability for the reason 
that town accounting is done on a cash rather than an accrual 
basis. In the future, balance sheets when made out should in- 
corporate these changes. 

In accordance with Chapter 211, Section 31, of the Laws 
of 1939, a copy of this written report together with essential 
schedules should be ineluded in the next annual town report.

I have the honor to submit my fourth annual report. 


TEACHERS: Mr. Rene Mathieu, teacher at the North 
Richmond School, was inducted into the service in June and 
the School Board elected Mrs. Florence G. Stone of Keene to 
fill this vacancy. Miss Della H. Greenly returned as teacher in 
the Four Corners School. 


The School Board elected Miss Evelyn L. Brinton of Keene 
as Supervisor of Music. Her annual report gives in detail a 
record of accomplishment in this field. 


The results secured by all the teachers have been com- 
mendable. 


INSTRUCTIONAL ACTIVITIES: The policies of last 
year have been continued in emphasizing the importance of 
such fundamental subjects as penmanship, reading, arithmetic, 
and spelling. This year, the stress has been put on spelling and 
monthly administrative tests have revealed an increasing ef- 
ficiency in this subject. 


SCHOOLS IN WAR TIME: This country is at war and 
the schools must make many adaptations for complete, intel- 
ligent, and enthusiastic cooperation in the war effort.
